DROUGHT CUTS LIVE STOCK 
AND REDUCES FEED SUPPLIES. 

Live stock in the worst of the drought 
areas are being reduced by death losses 
and heavily increased marketings due to an 
acute shortage of pasturage, hay, and for- 
age, according to a report on the drought 
situation released June 6th by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics based on reports 
from field statisticians. Even should good 
rains come immediately, the shortage of 
pastures and feed will necessitate a sharp 
reduction in live stock numbers, says the 
bureau. 

Continuation of the drought, says the bu- 
reau in its report issued today, is causing 
uneasiness regarding corn and late forage 
crops which have been counted on to make 
up partially for the marked shortage of 
oats, barley, and hay which cannot now be 
avoided. The drought, which centers in the 
Dakotas, is reported to have hurt early 
crops seriously not only in nearly the whole 
Corn Belt but in a larger area which ex- 
tends eastward to northeastern counties of 
New York and to the Alleghany Mountains; 
southward into the northern part of the 
Cotton Belt; and bending farther to the 
south, through the western counties of the 
Texas Panhandle and to the Rio Grande. 


Drought, accentuated by a shortage of 
about half of the normal supply of water 
for irrigation and by local shortages of 
water for stock, is affecting most of the 
West, south of a line drawn from North 
Central Montana to San Francisco. 

In this huge drought area, pastures, 
spring grains, and early hay crops have 
been scorched by the hot weather following 
months of low rainfall. A heavy reduction 
in crop acreage is already in evidence as 
some land could not be planted, some crops 
have failed to grow, and some have of ne- 
cessity been pastured, says the bureau, add- 
ing that inasmuch as the present drought 
area ordinarily contributes a large share of 
the Nation’s wheat, feed grains, and hay, 
the total production of these will be greatly 
reduced. Present indications are that the 
crops of hay and oats in particular will be 
much below the quantities harvested in any 
of the last 25 years. This may also be 
true of wheat, with the possible exception 
ot last year. 

The bureau continues: “As the drought 
in many respects has broken all previous 
records, so the condition of pastures and 
some crops will set new low records for 
June 1 in a number of States. A few of the 
States most severely affected will show 
lower averages than any State has prev- 
iously reported on June 1 during the 40 
years for which comparable condition re- 
ports are available. The average conditions 
of pastures and of some early crops in the 
country as a whole are so much below any 
previous records for this early date that it 
is difficult to make comparisons or to for- 
cast results. 

“The great area affected by the drought 
this year tends to prevent the adjustments 
usually made to meet local drought condi- 
tions. Farmers whose pastures are furnish- 
ing no feed are finding it difficult to buy 
hay. Many who would move their stock to 
green pastures are finding no pasturage 
available. Over large areas supplies are 
nearing exhaustion. Thousands, expecting 
rain, have carried their stock along by us- 
ing every forkful of hay, straw, and fodder 
that they had on their farms. Where hay 
crops have made fair growth some are cut- 
ting and feeding new hay that will be badly 
needed next winter. Where no supplement- 
al feed is available stock is losing weight, 
and in the worst areas much stock is already 
too weak to stand shipment and many ani- 
mals are too thin to have much value for 
slaughter purposes. Death losses are 
mounting steadily, and considering the large 
area that is in difficulty, heavy death los- 
ses, during the next few weeks at least, 
can hardly be avoided even should there be 
a normal rainfall during the remainder of 
the season. The final outcome for this sea- 
son depends largely on whether the rains 
of the past few days prove to be the turn- 
ing point in breaking the drought or wheth- 
er they are followed by continued dry 
weather. ‘ 

“The final outcome for this season de- 
pends largely on how soon the drought is 
broken. In most of the Corn Belt, if rains 
come soon there would still be ample time 
to replant corn that has failed to germin- 
ate and to: plant corn, sorghums, soybeans, 
and emergency hay and forage crops. If 
the various sections of the Corn Belt have 
about the normal monthly rainfall during 
the remainder of the season, a fair corn 
crop could still be grown, and corn fodder 
and stover and emergency crops, closely 
utilized, woul go far to offset the certain 
shortage of hay and straw. 

“Although good rains, if they come soon, 
would revive pastures and relieve the im- 
mediate feed shortage that is compelling 
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“On the whole, however, if weather con 
ditions during the remainder of the season 
are no more tavorable than usual the situa- 
tion throughout the drought area can be 
met only by a material reduction in live 
stock numbers and by close utilization of 
all available feed. Marketings of live stock 
have already increased sharply in parts of 
the drought area, the increased marketings 
of thin cattle and calves and light weight 
hogs being particularly marked. 

“The drought has not only reduced the 
local supplies of foodstuffs but will also 
materially affect the national food supply. 
The scarcity and high price of grain will 
tend to decrease the number of chickens 
raised and the number of eggs produced, 
The short hay crop expected, the exceed- 
ingiy poor pastures, and higher prices of 
grains, tend to reduce dairy production. 
‘the same factors, plus a shortage of stock 
water, are increasing the numbers of live 
stock marketed. This will increase the 
market supply of pork for the next month 
or two and the supply of beef, veal, and 
lamb for perhaps 6 months but these in- 
creases will be tollowed by reduced supplies 
when drought liquidation is ended and 
farmers again hold back stock to increase 
their flocks and herds. This, however, does 
not mean that there will be a national food 
shortage. 

“Wheat production will be very low but 
there are still large stocks on hand and 
total supplies should be ample to last until 
the 1935 crop becomes available. 

Fruit prospects cannot be accurately 
measured as yet, but production in the 
United States during 1934 does not seem 
likely to be any smaller than in 1933 and 
probably not more than 10 per cent below 
average. Gardens in the central States are 
no doubt seriously affected by the drought 
but supplies of potatoes and of commercial 
or shipping vegetables are still likely to ex- 
ceed the quantities produced last year. The 
production of vegetables for commercial 
canning is still uncertain but seems likely 
to be greater than in 1933. The same is 
true of the production of dry beans and 
peanuts. On the whole the most noticeable 
changes in the food situation during the 
next 12 months are likely to be decreases 
in the production of dairy products and 
eggs and an excessive supply of low-grade 
beef.”

e second annual contest for the Briar- 
aiff Farms Trophy, which has been pre- 
sented by the coaches of the various east- 
ern colleges to encourage the students in 
their judging work, was held at Mr. Oak- 
leigh ‘Thorne’s Briarcliff Farms on_Thurs- 
day, May 17, 1934.

~— year’s contest showed a considerable 
increase in number of contestants, and 
when all had assembled to begin the day’s 
work there were altogether one hundred 
students and their coaches, or the Profes- 
sors in charge of the Animal Husbandry 
work at the various colleges. Professor W. 
B. Young of the Connecticut College at 
Storrs, Conn., acted as Chairman of the 
Contest and had everything in fine shape 
and ready to go at 9 A. M. sharp. 

The classes, numbering nine in all, con- 
cisted of (1) aged stock bulls, including 
Briarcliff Prideric, Envidon of Glencarnock, 
Blackcapper 2nd of Briarcliff and Briarcliff 
Protestor. (2) Four bulls which were in 
Briarcliff’s first prize group of five bulls at 
the International in 1933, Briarcliff Black- 
mere 2nd, Briarcliff Barbarian 8th, Boxer 
of Briarcliff and Briarcliff Mariner. Three 
classes composed of four each of 1933 bulls, 
one class of 1933 heifers and three classes 
of Junior and Summer yearling steers of 
1933. 

The students, in addition to making their 
placings on the various classes, were also 
required to give their reasons before the 
Committee Judges on one class of bulls, one 
class of steers and one class of heifers. 
They were also given an opportunity to 
study the breeding of the stock bulls and 
the young bulls, together with the history 
of ancestry, etc. 

The accompanying photograph shows the 
group of contestants, their coaches, the 
judges, and visitors, and also the class of 


four bulls from Briarcliff’s 1933 Champion 
group of five bulls. 

The committee of Judges were as fol- 
lows: Mr. R. C. McCord of the beef cattle 
and sheep section of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration in Washington, a 
member of the first and Champion high 
scoring Collegiate Judging team represent- 
ing lowa State College at the International 
in 1912, also former member of the Animal 
Husbandry faculty at Ames and later a 
member of the faculty at Purdue Univers- 
ity and Montana State College.

position equal to alfal- 
fa and it would seem 
that if it could be ground or cut economic- 
ally so that cattle would eat it more read- 
ily, it would make a good feed. 

Feeders and experiment stations have 
tried grinding coarse roughages quite fine 
but have found that this is quite expensive, 
and cattle do not eat the extremely fine 
ground roughage any too readily. It is 
much less expensive to run such a coarse 
feed through a silage cutter than it is to 
run it through a feed grinder. 

The trial reported in Table 1 is a com- 
parison of prairie hay fed whole with a 
medium quality of sweet clover hay run 
through a silage cutter before feeding it. 
The particular comparison of prairie hay 
with cut sweet clover was made to deter- 
mine whether a good quality non-legumin- 
ous roughage such as prairie hay would 
prove more profitable than a medium qual- 
ity coarse legume hay such as sweet clover 
cut before feeding it. 

In determining the comparative cost of 
the two hays, it is easy to establish a price 
for prairie hay because it is offered in con- 
siderable quantity on the market. Sweet 


clover hay is seldom offered on the market 
and it is more difficult to establish a price 
to charge for it. The price charged for the 
sweet clover hay was arbitrarily set at 
$10.00 per ton with a charge of $2.00 per 
ton for putting it through the silage cutter. 
It is certain that $2.00 per ton will cover 


the cost of cutting the sweet clover hay 
under conditions that are at all favorable 
for the work. 

_ The results secured and observation dur- 
ing the feeding period show that the cattle 
ate the cut sweet clover hay very readily 
and that it proved a decidedly more satis- 
factory roughage for fattening cattle than 
did the upland prairie hay. The margin 
over feed cost was $7.12 per head for the 
calves fed shelled corn, linseed meal, and 
prairie hay and $11.23 per head for those 
fed shelled corn, linseed meal and sweet 
clover hay. Putting the results another 
way, charging all other feeds at cost and 
crediting the profit to the corn, the calves 
fed prairie hay returned sixty-two cents 
per bushel for the corn they ate, while those 
fed cut sweet clover hay returned seventy- 
one cents per bushel for corn.

Research workers 
have brought out new facts concerning the 
food constituents found in meat. New types 
of research have been inaugurated. Studies 
under way have revealed the efficiency of 
meat in correcting malnutrition in children, 
the value of.lean meat in the reducing diet, 
and other facts. The cooperative investiga- 

tions in progress at colleges, universities, 
~ the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
era yielded new information relative to 
a influencing meat quality and palata- 
ility. That American women want to learn 
more about meat cookery and the place of 


schools, as well as the facts concerning its 
high nutritive value. 

It was revealed that the meat merchan- 
dising phase of the Board’s work set a new 


record during the year. Six hundred one 
beef, pork, and lamb merchandising dem- 
onstrations, supplemented by meat lectures, 
were conducted in 151 cities of 31 states, 
reaching an aggregate audience of 312,071 
with the latest information about modern 
meat cuts, attractive displays and other 
factors which directly influence meat sales. 
Retailers, homemakers, womens’ clubs, stu- 
dents, chefs, stewards, service clubs and 
others showed great appreciation of this 
type of program. 

The part played by visual education in 
telling a forceful story for meat, was em- 
phasized. The meat exhibit program reach- 
ed a new peak. Over 6,000,000 persons 
viewed educational meat exhibits staged at 
fairs and live stock expositions across the 
country. A Century of Progress Meat Ex- 
hibit drew throngs representing every state 
and scores of foreign countries over a per- 
iod of five and a half months. 

Inspired by the school of meat cookery 
programs, meat advertising campaigns 
were inaugurated during the year in three 
metropolitan cities—Boston, Philadelphia, 
and New York. These campaigns sponsor- 
ed by the Board and leading newspapers 
and financed by retail meat dealers, are 
reaching more than 3,000,000 homes with

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Making Good Beef Fast 


In the Michigan Calf Feeding Project 


Results in this project are based on rate 
of gain and on individuality in the show 
ring. Only calves showing a preponderance 
of beef breeding are eligible. ‘The calves 
entered are divided into a senior group and 
a junior group and the results attained are 
for a 210 day feeding period. All individ- 
uals making an average daily rate of gain 
of two pounds are eligible to be shown in 
the Farmers’ Week Show held at the com- 
pletion of the project. Following the show 
the calves were sold at public auction and 
at premium prices. Over 20,000 rural folks 
were in attendance for the Farmers’ Week 
events and these calves were one of the 
main attractions. 

Forty of the 58 calves entered in the pro- 
ject qualiiied for the show. The highest 
gain made was 2.95 pounds per day for the 
teeding period and this was a new state 
record. All of the cooperators were requir- 
ed to keep feed and management records 
and these were summarized. 

A summary of the rations fed and the 
management practices tollowed shows that 
these calves were handled differently. A 
total of thirteen different kinds of grains 
and four different kinds of roughages made 
up the amounts of feed fed. Of these feeds 
corn was the most common, being fed to all 
of the calves, and it was closely followed 
by oats which was fed to all but two. Al- 
falfa hay was the most common roughage 
fed. 

The average amount of grain fed daily 
was 9.7 pounds, and the average amount 
of roughage was 4.85 pounds. Although all 
the calves did not receive milk the average 
for the entire group was nearly 6 pounds. 
This made up a total of 2,043 pounds of 
grain, 914 pounds roughage and 1201 
pounds of milk to produce a total gain of 
475.2 pounds per calf. ‘The average cost of 
gain was seven cents per pound with the 
cost running a little higher for the oider 
calves. The difference between the Senior 
and Junior classes was 7.1 cents as com- 
pared to 6.9 cents. All the feeds were 
charged the same in all cases at one cent 
per pound, hay at one-third of a cent per 
pound and silage at one-fifth of a cent per 
pound. Milk for the group was charged at 
3.75 per hundredweight. in most cases the 
feed costs were lower according to the co- 
operators own figures. Commercial feeds 
were charged at the purchase price. 

Most of the calves in this project were 
hand ted, although nine were running to 
self feeders. Of the group 32 were receiv- 
ing milk, 9 of which were being pail fed. 
Only ten of the calves received any pasture 
and this was for just short intervals. Thir- 
ty-six of the calves were penned in box 
stalls to allow them exercise; 29 had water 
before them at all times and 15 were fed 
bone meal in their salt. The most com- 
mon ration fed consisted of a mixture of 
corn, oats and a protein supplement, such 
as linseed oil meal or cotton seed meal. 
This was fed with or without milk and in 
practically every case with alfalfa hay. 
Only seven of the calves received silage. 
Some of the feeders also fed their calves 
boiled barley as part of the finishing ra- 
tion to help hasten the gains and improve 
the finish. 

Cooperators in this project during the 
past three years and who have cared for 
their calves under close scrutiny have the 


following suggestions to make: (1) That 
no two calves feed just the same, all have 
their peculiarities. (2) Care should be giv- 
en in the auctual feeding itself such as (a) 
don’t make sudden changes in the feeds fed; 
(b) feed only bright and clean feeds; (c) 
be careful not to feed too liberally on rich 
concentrates. (3) Allow the calf plenty of 
exercise, it insures health and stimulates 
appetite. (4) Use pasture only for night 
runs. (5) Keep the calf’s stall clean and 
provide plenty of fresh air. (6) Groom the 
calf regularly and wash occasionally. (7) 
Start the calf on a fattening ration early 
in the feeding period. Don’t wait too long 
as a show finish cannot be acquired in a 
couple of months. 

A steer fed and shown by the Woodcote 
Stock Farm, Ionia, won the Reserve Cham- 
pion award of the show. This calf dressed 
65.89 per cent and was the highest dressing 
steer in the show. The Aberdeen-Angus 
exhibitors were George Coe, Ionia; Lewis 
Horner, Deford; A. T. Boyd & Son, Homer;

This project will be continued again in 
1934-35. The feeding period will start dur- 
ing the month of June.

Allot $2,000,000 of Disease Eradication 
Fund to 25 States. 


Expansion of animal disease eradication 
work by the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, has taken 
definite form with the allotment to 25 
States of $2,000,000 of the funds provided 
for this purpose in the Jones-Connally Act. 
These are the first allotments, out of the 
funds provided for this purpose, which are 
to be used entirely to weed out tuberculous 
cattle and are to be expended during the 
first 60 or 90 days of an intensified cam- 
paign that will extend over 19 months. Fur- 
ther allotments will then be made with bet- 
ter knowledge on the part of animal indus- 
try authorities on how the additional funds 
can be used to best advantage in coopera- 
tion with States and counties. 

Out of this first $2,000,000 of these funds 
New York and California, where much tu- 
berculosis eradication work remains to be 
done, will receive $450,000 each. Other 
States will receive allotements for the first 
60 days as follows: Iowa, $200,000; Penn- 
sylvania, $110,000; Minnesota, $100,000; 
Vermont, $100,000; Texas, $100,000; Okla- 
homa, $60,000; Nebraska, $50,000; Missouri, 
$50,000; Kansas, $50,000; Wisconsin, $50,- 
000; Ohio, $40,000; Tennessee, $30,000; Vir- 
ginia, $30,000; Montana, $25,000; Colorado, 
$15,000; New Mexico, $15,000; Arizona, 
$11,000; Georgia, $11,000; Mississippi, $11,- 
000; Arkansas, $11,000; Indiana, $11,000; 
Oregon, $10,000; Wyoming, $10,000. After 
the first 60-day or 90-day period of eradi- 
cation the work may be extended in still 
other States.
